The long tradition of national open competition continues 
in this, the 81st annual exhibition of the San Francisco Art 
Institute. The artist members of the Art Institute have 
sustained, in this undertaking, an exhibition to which any 
artist in the United States may submit, and which again 
brings to the Bay Area a lively and provocative view of 
contemporary concerns in painting. 883 works were sub- 
mitted to the juror, Mr. James Johnson Sweeney, Director 
of the Museum of Fine Arts of Houston, Texas. Of these, 


112 were selected for the exhibition. 


In an attempt to solve the mounting physical problem 
posed by the increasing number of entries, the Artists’ 
Council of the Art Institute instituted for this exhibition a 
preliminary screening of works through the submission 
of slides, to be followed by the jurying of original work. 
In spite of difficulties encountered in practice, Mr. 
Sweeney has selected an exhibition which, in the quality 
and vitality of the work, sustains the fine tradition of the 
Art Institute annuals. The Museum wishes to thank the 


juror for giving so generously of his time and expert 


judgment in the performance of a difficult task, and the 
artists who by their creative efforts have made the exhi- 


bition possible.
